CZAR’S DECREE. 
Wh en th e Czar issu ed h is de-ex- 
tending, as was said, religiou s liberty 
In Ru ssia it was very generally cord­ 
ially commended. Bu t, alas for th e 
people of th at cou ntry decree h ad a 
long stou t tangled striDg to It after 
all th e h opes were expressed. It was 
h owever a welcome relief to many 
millions of Ch ristians, inclu ding Cath ­ 
olics, Proste8 t&nts and Greeks, and al­ 
so to many imillions of Mah ometan^. 
From th e point of view of Ru ssian 
au tocracy it dou btless seems an act of 
grace. To th ose accu stomed to a 
h igh er standard of h u man righ ts it 
will seem like th e do lDg of tardy ju s­ 
tice, wh ile to some diplomatic observ­ 
ers it will seem like sh rewd political 
policy. Th e removal of th e disabili­ 
ties wh ich h ave h ith erto been impos­ 
ed u pon Cath olics and ju u th erans will 
probably do awav with some friction 
between Ru ssia and oth er powers, and 
may do someth ing toward pacifying 
Cath olic Poland. It is th e merest 
Ju stice to grant freedom of faith and 
worsh ip to th e fou rteen million Ma­ 
h ometans, too, seeing th at most of 
th em were forced into th e Ru ssian 
Empire against th eir will. 
Th e decree h as its limitations, h ow­ 
ever, and ch ief among th ese, appar­ 
ently, is its failu re to abolish th e op­ 
pressive and 
cru el 
discriminations 
against th e Jews. 
It gives freedom 
to Ch ristians of all sects, presu mably 
even to th e wretch ed Dou kh obors, if 
any of th ose fanatics still abide in 
Ru ssia, and also to th e followers of 
Mah omet; bu t th e Jews are exclu ded 
from its benefits. 
Th ey, abou t five 
million strong, are still practically 
ou tlawed. Th at may be becau se th e 
Jewish religion is esteemed in Ru ssia 
less h igh ly th an th e Mah ometan. It 
may be becau se th e Jews are a nation 
with ou t a cou ntry so to speak and no 
foreign government is 
inclined 
to 
ch ampion th eir cau se, and th erefore 
no political end is to be served by 
emancipating th em. Wh atever th e 
reason, th is omission mu st be deplored 
as gravely marring wh at wou ld oth er­ 
wise be one of th e most splendid acts 
in th e h istory of Ru ssian government.

The terrible loss of life at Harris- j 
bu rg, Pennsylvania, in which twenty- 
two p ersons were k illed as the resu lt 
of a collision of a fast p assenger train 
with a freight car loaded with dyna­ 
mite served to revive the demand for 
some legislation controlling the hand­ 
ling of hign exp losives by railroad 
comp anies. In so far as the details of 
the disaster were concerned there ap 
p ears to have been no criminal careless 
ness on the p art of the train hands or 
in the arrangements covering the hand 
ling of the two trains, ,bu t that there 
was grave carelessness in the loading 
of su ch an immense qu antity of a high 
exp losive on a single car, most in­ 
secu rely p ack ed, and in p lacing that 
car in the center of a long freight 
train is obviou s. Certainly some re­ 
form in tbe handling of these exp lo­ 
sives is imp erative and yet, it is hard­ 
ly one which the railroad comp anies 
oan effect themselves 
For Instance, 
if a railroad oomp any were to attemp t 
extraordinary p recau tions it wou ld 
necessitate an increase of the freight 
rate and immediately more reck less 
comp etitors wou ld secu re the carrying 
of all freight of this class. 
If, how­ 
ever, restrictions are p laced on the 
carrying of high exp losives by the 
government they will ap p ly alik e to 
all roads and cannot be made of ad­ 
vantage to one road over another. 
An attem p t to secu re legislation of 
this character was made some years 
ago bu t it was ju st before the Sp anish 
War and the government op p osed it 
as lik ely to p rove detrimental to the 
rap id handling of mu nitions of war. 
That op p osition and the Harrisbu rg 
disaster mak e another argu ment for 
disarmament and p eace.
